lature. The governor was convinced islratlon Houge leaders would fol-

himself, his m ayor or a friend. 
A governor alm ost never appears 
at the closed-door caucus which 
the m ajority party holds before the 
House takes a vote on a key bill. 
Governor Dalton appeared, how­ 
ever, two or three tim es before the 
House Democrats m eeting in cau­ 
cus.

All the 
coaxing and craftiness of a Machi- 
avelii could not have blasted that 
bill out of Senate com m ittee.

Also sm othered in Senate com ­ 
m ittee was a bill abolishing 74 state 
funds, and transferring the money 
in those funds to the general rev­ 
enue fund. The governor had la­ 
beled the bill as vital to his pro­ 
gram . 
The House snorted loudest and 
longest on legislation which m ight 
be offensive to farm ers or to an 
official in a third or fourth class 
county. For instance, House m em ­ 
bers troubled the governor by tack- j 
ing an am endm ent onto a tax bill 
exem pting gasoline used in agricul­ 
tural production from the 2-cent 
sales tax.

From the Northwest 
Come the Dusty Facts—

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The next few weeks will iell 
‘whether the northwest United States gets by without a major 
(drought, according to Department of Agriculture reports com* 
»piled here. Norma1 September rains will enable most areas 
>to get through the winter without a major disaster, according 
to the Weather Bureau and the Water Kesources Review of 
»Geological Survey. 


A NUMBER OF SCARE STORIES have come out of the area 
reaching roughly from western Minnesota to the Rockies. Re­ 
ports that half the Canadian grain crop has been lost because 
of drought have not helped. The disaster really centered there 
and edged over into the United States. 
National Association of Soil Conservation Districts has 
put out a couple of letters to its members which have not 
helped. N.A.S.C.D. is recognized as a lobby working for 
greater federal aid for development of water resources, 
however, and its reports are judged accordingly. 
“Drought has become a withering reality to thousands of 
farmers in the Northern Great Plains, ’ begins one of its letters. 
Another N A S.C.D. letter sums up with, “Montana, North 
and South Dakota and parts of Minnesota are experiencing one 
of the most severe droughts since 1935 and 1936.” 


IT IS ADMITTED there are elements of truth in this, in spots. 
One reason it can be said this is the most severe drought since 
the great Dust Bowl and Okie migration days of the depression 
ridden 1930s is that the United States has had an unusually 
good run of weather in the last 25 years. 
This year there is only average or below average rainfall and 
streamfiow in all but a few eastern areas as of mid-August. 
Unless you have reports from an entire state and from ail the 
affected states, the full picture is not revealed, 
j 
Department of Agriculture s Aug. 1 crop summary shows 
; Corn 14 per cent less than 1960 but 11 per cent above aver­ 
age, wheat 11 per cent less than 1960 but 10 per cent above 
average, oats 23 per cent below average, hay 1 per cent 
below average, sorghum grain 52 per cent above average 
and an all-time record crop of soybeans 22 per cent above 
1960. 
Department of Agriculture reports conditions in hardest hit 
North Dakota are riot too bad in the eastern third of the state. 
They're worst in the western third and spotty in the center. 
Allowing farmers to cut hay on soil bank reserve land and 
truck it west has supplied emergency feed for stock. 


NO FORAGE DEFICIENCY is reported otherwise except 
where pastures depend on irrigation. Small grains in parts of 
the Dakotas headed out on 10-inch straw, too short to combine. 
Row crops, soybeans and corn are not too bad. Yields are 
below last year, but still above average for the states as a 
whole. 
Montana, eastern Idaho and Oregon reported good rainfall 
in July but above average temperatures since then, which 
stopped growth. Nebraska reports spotty dry weather. But 
c;yrn, cats and barley yields are estimated at only one or two 
bushels to the acre below last year. In low a and the rest of the 
corn belt, however,- bumper yields are reported.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The American Football League, which 
leans to offense esthetically, has been shoved on defense for 
1961. 
This is the year the foundling of professional football 
has to show it belongs. The young league doesn’t have to 
make money. It just has to lose less.

The cowboy, therefore, must get I 
away from the bull as best he can .; 
Hi* only bulwark against injury is i 
the rodeo clown, as accomplished 
matador in baggy pants, who dis­ 
tracts tile maddened animal. 


With the big odds in the bull's 
favor, rules are much simpler than 
in other riding 
event* in rodeo. I 
They calf only for the cowboy not 
to touch the animal with his free 
hand—at anytime during tile ride 
—to be clear of the ground, still 
holding to some part of the bull 
rope when the eight-second time 
signal is sounded. 


The aforementioned rope Is a 
flat-plaited, ten-foot, length of man­ 
ila. noosed around the bull’s mid­ 
dle and held taut by the rider's 
hand It can be a slim brace, in­ 
deed. against the calculated con­ 
niptions thrown by the brahmas 
who can buck and spin like a top.

Already the bumps and bruises 
and sprains are piling up on pract­ 
ice fields and sandlots in every 
city and hamlet. 
Most of these 
minor injuries aren’t serious and 
are borne with pride by the eager 
youngsters. But each season there 
are too many serious injuries, and 
even a few deaths, from football. 
A few simple precautions can help 
to reduce the danger of serious 
injury from his rough 
personal 
! contact sport. 
( 
Proper 
physical 
conditioning 
helps to prevent injuries by hard­ 
ening the body and increasing re­ 
sistance to fatigue. Careful coach­ 
ing leads to skillful performance, 
which towers the incidence of in­ 
juries. Good officiating promotes 
enjoyment of the game as well as 
protection of the players, Right 
equipment and facilities serve a 
unique purpose in protection of 
players. Adequate medical care is 
a necessity in the prevention and 
control of 'athletic injuries. 
A thorough physical examination 
is highly important for each play­ 
er in advance of the season. And 
the presence of a physician at con­ 
tests and practices is important to 
reduce extent of injuries. Good 
equipment, even for the small boys 
who pity mostly in the backyard, 
protects 
against 
undue injury, j 
Cheap equipment may be a very 
poor economy. 
At least two weeks of planned 
physical conditioning prior to the 
first game will reduce the possi­ 
bility of injury. Coaches and doc­ 
tors have long been aware that 
many injuries come when the play­ 
er is tired and not as alert as he 
should be A thorough warmup be­ 
fore the game, and quick substitu­ 
tions when the players are fatigued 
or shaken up is equally important. 
Most of the nation’s 30,000 junior 
and senior high schools have or­ 
ganized, coached football teams, as 
do most of the nation s 1,900 junior 
and senior colleges. Players on 
these teams usually have the pro­ 
tection of proper coaching and good 
officiating. 
'Hie youngsters not on the reg 
uiar teams who p l a y 
without 
equipment and without training or 
supervision must depend on 
the 
good judgement of their parents to 
observe the proper precautions. 
Follow a few simple rules and 
loot ba ll can be a rough, exciting 
game that will be fun, and the 
risk of injury can be hold to a 
minimum.

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How Missouri's Governor 
Gets It Done

John M. Dalton dipped into the 
Bible during his campaign for the 
Missouri governorship to borrow a 
quote from Paul’s letter to the Ga­ 
latians. It goes like this; 
“And let us not be weary in well 
doing, for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not. ’ 
That quote is recalled to answer 
the often-asked question of how 
smiling, friendly John Dalton ram ­ 
med his legislative p r o g r a m 
through a notorious Iv mulish legis­ 
lature. The governor was convinced 
—stubbornly convinced — that his 
program did constitute “ well-do­ 
ing” for Missourians. 
Furthermore, the chief executive 
never fainted, nor even flinched, in 
the 6-month legislative hassle. But 
surely he reached for the smelling 
salts a time or two. The 191 legis­ 
lators. with bigger paychecks in 
their pockets, were ready to show 
their own lawmaking and btiagct- 
writuig abilities. 
First Big Test 
The first big test came in the 
House February 21. on the gover­ 
nor’s bill for withholding of state 
income taxes from pay checks. On 
thi* single bill rested success or 
failure of Governor Dalton’s budg­ 
et. 
The 57 Republicans tint'd up in 
opjiosition. Democrats from sparse­ 
ly 
populated counties were not 
ready to burden their small-town 
businessmen w th tax collection du­ 
ties. 
A few days before the vote was 
taken the governor remembered 
thai he had appointed more than 
•OU honorary colonels to serve as 
aides at his inaugural. An honorary 
colonel usually has some jxilitical 
following in his home town. Why 
not. the governor thought, use the 
colonels to exert pressure from 
back home on obstinate Democrats 
in the House? 
“There are three men—-just three j 
—in my county to whom I listen.’’ 
one House member moaned, “ and 
the governor somehow got ahold of 
the names of those men.’’ 
Pressure on “Freshman” 
Telephone calls came from the 
three men asking the freshman leg­ 
islator to vote for withholding. 
The 
pressure 
tactic 
not 
only 
worked, it probably accounted for 
the margin of victory. Withholding 
gained first-round approval, 84 to j 
62. Passage came the next day. 87 
to 63. only eight more votes than 
needed for a constitutional major­ 
ity 
Each fight for passage of a bill 
left its scars. One House member 
decided to take care of future hon-; 
orary colonels by introducing a bill 
limiting the number to 200. Enough 
bitterness existed in the House and 
Senate to pass the proposal, which j 
at first was regarded as humorous. 
Observers expect the governor to 
veto it. 
The governor knew when to spar 
and when to apply the whip. Bold-! 
ness 
alternated 
with 
gentleness 
and artful coaxing. 
For instance, a House member's 
phone would nag a few minutes 
before the noun hour: 
"This is John Dalton. I d Uke for 
you to have lunch with m e." 
The legislator, of course, accept- i 
cd and was chauffeur-driven the 
two blocks to the mansion. South­ 
ern hospitality at the executive 
residence made it doubly painful to . 
turn dow n the governor's next re-1 
quest. 
Use* of Patronage 
Patronage is the big poUtical pie 
that each governor dangles in front 
of the Legislature at the beginning 
of his term. Every legislator hopes 
to influence appointments in his 
county. 
As the session moved along Gov­ 
ernor Dalton kept a record of who 
voted for and against his bids. This 
check-sheet, in the governor’s desk, 
was quickly whipped out if a legis­ 
lator walked in seeking an appoint- 
ment for a constituent. 
Governor Dalton impounded ail 


motor car license plates numbered 
lower than 1,000. The voting record 
of a legislator was checked if he 
appeared in the governor’s office 
asking for a low license number for 
himself, his mayor or a friend. 
A governor almost never appears 
at the closed-door caucus wrbieh 
the majority party holds before the 
House takes a vote on a key bill. 
Governor Dalton appeared, how­ 
ever, two or three times before the 
House Democrats meeting in cau­ 
cus.

were 
frank explanations of why pending 
bills were important to the admin­ 
istration. House leaders would fol­ 
low the governor’s talk by bringing 
up the old bugaboo that the Repub­ 
licans were trying to em barrass 
the administration by killing the 
bills. 
Veto a Big Stick 
Late iii the session the governor 
was in control of hundreds of bills 
that had passed both the House 
and Senate Here the veto power 
came into play. 
No veto threats were made. The 
governor, however, when patroll­ 
ing 
the 
legislative corridors 
in 
search of votes, would casually re­ 
mark to a legislator that one of the 
legislator's bills was awaiting sig­ 
nature by the governor. 
"I’ve put a tentative okay on 
your bill," the governor was heard 
to rem ark." 
This veto power was particularly 
impressive on the final night for 
debating bills, when the House was 
considering a congressional redis­ 
tricting proposal. A few minutes 
after the House defeated a redis­ 
tricting 
plan 
the governor was 
standing outside the House cham­ 
ber going over the list of those 
who voted “no." About one hour 
later more than enough votes had 
been changed to gain approval for 
the bill. 
Press ('(inferences Used 
Although pressures were exerted. 
Governor Dalton relied heavily on 
public opinion. Twice each day the 
governor met the press. He often 
used these conferences to explain 
his position on a particular bill. 
His speech-making and television 
appearances continued through the 
busy days of the legislative ses­ 
sion. Mid-way in the session he 
began writing a column for weekly 
and small daily newspapers. Tape 
recordings were made for use b> 
radio stations. 
The long work schedule added up 
to one of the most successful legis­ 
lative sessions a Missouri governor 
has enjoyed in recent years. Like 
all governors, however, Dalton suf­ 
fered his defeats. 
The big defeats came in Senate 
committees. The Senate does its 
dirty work in closed committee 
meetings while the House cleans its 
linen in rough debate on the House 
floor. 
Governor Dalton had placed great 
emphasis on a conflict of interest 
bill for state legislators. All the 
coaxing and craftiness of a Maehi- 
avelli could not have blasted that 
bill out of Senate committee. 
The Senate’s Hay 
Also smothered in Senate com­ 
mittee was a bill abolishing 74 state 
funds, and transferring the money 
in those funds to the general rev* 
enue fund. The governor had la­ 
beled the bill as vital to his pro­ 
gram. 
The House snorted loudest and 
longest on legislation which might 
be offensive to farm ers or to an 
official in a third or fourth class 
county. For instance. House mem­ 
bers troubled die governor by tack­ 
ing an amendment onto a tax bill 
exempting gasoline used in agricul­ 
tural production from the 2-cent 
sales tax. House members also 
stunned the governor by saying no 
to legislation that would abolish 
county superintendents of schools.

From the Northwest 
Come the Dusty Facts—

WASHINGTON — AKAI — 'Ihe next few weeks will loll 
whether the northwest United States gets by without a major 
drought, according to Department of Agriculture reports com­ 
piled here. Normal September rains will enable most areas 
to get through the winter without a major disaster, according 
to the Weather Bureau arni the Water Resources Review of 
theological Survey. 


A NUMBER OE MWRK STORIES have come out of the area 
reaching roughly from western Minnesota to the Rockies. Re­ 
ports that half the Canadian grain crop has been lost because 
of drought have not helped. The disaster really centered there 
and edged over into the United States. 
National Association of Soil Conservation Districts has 
put out a couple of letters to Us members which hate not 
helped. W S I l>. is recognized as a lobby working for 
greater federal aid for development of water resources, 
however, and its reports arc judged accordingly. 
“Drought has become a withering reality to’ thousands of 
farmers in the Northern Great Plains, begins one of its letters. 
Another N A S C I) letter sums up with, “Montana, North 
and South Dakota and parts of Minnesota are experiencing one 
of the most severe droughts since 1935 and 1936.” 


I 
IT IS ADMITTED there are elements of truth in this, in spots. 
One reason it can be said this is the most severe drought since 
the great Dust Bowl and Okie migration days of the depression 
ridden 1930s is that the United States lias Iud an unusually 
good run of weather in the last 25 years. 
This year there is only average or below a\crage rainfall and 
streamflow in all but a few eastern areas as of mid-August 
Unless you have reports from an entire state and from ail the 
affected states, the full picture is not revealed. 
Department of Agriculture s Aug. I crop summary shows 
• Corn |4 per cent less than i960 but ll per cent above aver- 
\ age, wheat ll per cent less than 1960 but IO per cent above 
average, oats 23 per cent below average, hay I per cent 
below average, sorghum grain 32 per cent above average 
and an all-time record crop of soybeans 22 per cent above 
IMO. 
Department of Agriculture reports conditions in hardest hit 
North Dakota are not too bad in the eastern third of the state. 
They re worst in the western third and spotty in the center. 
Allowing farmers to tut hay on scil bank reserve land and 
truck it west has supplied emergency feed for stock. 


NO FORAGE DEFICIENCY is reported otherwise except 
where pastures depend on irrigation. Small grains in parts of 
the Dakotas headed out on IO inch straw, too short to combine. 
Row crops, soybeans and corn are not too bad. Yields are 
below last year, but still above average for the states as a 
whole. 
Montana, eastern Idaho and Oregon reported good rainfall 
in July but above average temperatures since then, which 
stopped growth. Nebraska reports spotty dry weather. But 
corn, cits and barley yields are estimated at only one or two 
bushels to the acre below' last year.

Leland Tribble. U niversity swine 
specialist, said the latest test con 
firm s the resurts of four earlier 
tests. 
Sows were fed 
about one-half 
gram of antibiotic per head per 
day for IO to 21 days at breeding 
tim e. Aureomycin and terram ycin 
have given equal results when used 
for this treatm ent.
